MAX ELITCES^ upon in..cn r iev advised that he resided at 2225 N 
Street, Washington, D. C., from appi-oximately early 19^0 until September, 

19*11. He stated that never vhile residing at this address or any other 
address can he remember ever having met WILLIAM or ANN REMINGTON. He advised 
that the only time ho had ever heard oi REMINGTON was when he read newspaper 
accounts containing allegations of REMINGTON'S Communist Party membership. 
ELITCHET was able to recall that while residing at the above address he 
attended meetings at the home of ANN GOORMA'NV He recalled that these meetings 
were not Communist Party meetings as such but was under the impression that 
most of the individuals in attendance were Communist Party members, that as 
best he could recall the meetings were in some way connected with front ac- 
tivities and might have been meetings of the AMERICAN PEACE MOBILIZATION".^ 
ELITCHEB concluded stating that if he saw either of the REMINGTONS at 
GQODMAN’S home he has no recollection of it.

ELISABETH BENTLEY’S statement describing her association with WILLIAM 
and ANN REMINGTON has been discussed with ANN REMINGTON and she made the 
following observations. After tbs meeting at Sc-hraffts Restaurant where 
BENTLEY was present, ANN recalls that she did not know BENTLEY was to be their 
contact in bashington. She indicated that- 'GILLIAN REMINGTON might have 
understood at the last meeting with GOLOS'in New York that BENTLEY was to be 
their contact but she herself whs not aware of this until BENTLEY actually 
made the first contact in Washington. ANN said she does not recall that 
BENTLEY phoned their home evenings previous to any of her contacts but believes 
this could h >ve taken place without her knowing it since BENTLEY would have 
talked to RrHINGTGN if he were home when she called. As previously r<^> orted, 
AN1J does recall making arrangements with BENTLEY for meetings on approximately 
two occasions when BENTLEY called their home during the day whiles REMINGTON 
was at the office. It is ANN'S recollection that each time thereafter when 
BENTLEY called her homey she gave BENTLEY, REMINGTON'S office phone number, 
suggesting that she call him directly and make arrangements for the contact. 

AN!' believes that she and REMINGTON never received receipts for 
ur ncy turned over to BENTLEY for Coranunist Party dues. She said that if 
receipts were given they were immediately destroyed because she and BILL 
certainly would net have wanted the® in their possession. ANN said that 
she has no recollection of this whatsoever. 

ANN believes that BENTLEY did not furnish them with literature 
more than on one or two occasions. ANN explained that she was particularly 
interested in getting the literature but it was only af terser insistence 
that she succeeded in getting BENTLEY to bring literature to them the few v 
times that she did. 

ANN REMINGTON said that in every other respect BENTLEY’S statement 
coincides with her recollection of their relationship. 
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It will be recalled that Washington T«? p a reliable informant who 
will not testify or give a signed statements- has reported that while a member 
of the Communist Party he first met P* BERNARD NORTMAJ/ when they were both 
attending Columbia University about 1936c Informant stated that both he aid 
NQRIjtAN about that time were in Unit #1 of the Harlem Section of the Communist 
Party, New York City and that the informant saw N0R1MN very frequently at 
the Communist Party meetings and from observations believed that he was very 
active in this particular unit and could well have been a functionary* 
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Mr Sr LENA MONTAGUE;, former resident manager at 2225 N Street; N.W., , 
Washington; DoC,, advised Bureau agents in March; 19U2 th^t WILLIAM REMINGTON 
and his wife lived in the apartment building at 2225 N Street, N e W. from 
August; 19h0 until November, l?Ulj that she noted that the REMINGTONS had v 
all kinds cf junk and food stuffs in their home and numerous magazines aid 
Looks $ that -when they moved it took several truck loads to remove this 
miscellaneous material# Mrso MONTAGUE advised that Mr* and Mrs* REMINGTON 
.alwayv seemed to have plenty of' money and wou!B spend it very f reely j that 
she never had either ANN REMINGTON or WILLIAM REMINGTON contact her in 
connection with any un-American organization and that so far as she knew, 
they did not have any meetings in their apartment D She advised that Mr. 
REMINGTON was very friendly with ANNA GGOEUAN v*>o held many meeting's of the 
American Youth Congress and other un-American meetings in her apartment* 

Mrs* MONTAGUE stated that up until spring of 19h2 # ANNA GOODMAN held regular 
meetings in the apartment building and that she. was certain in her own mind 
that these were Communist meetings* She said the REMINGTONS moved to 
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Arlington, Virginia There they built their own home and that she has heard 
nothing about their activities since that time. Mrs, MONTAGUE advised that 
there are a number of other people who lived in the apartment building at 
one time who were all friends of ANNA GOO {MAN and who attended meetings in 
her apartment and whom she believes were Communists, Among these people 
she mentioned the names of MARTIN SOB ELL,, ELAINE GOLDSTEIN, MAX EIITCHER, 
FLORENCE KKRT20G and WILLIAM and ANN REMINGTON, 
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Omce f advised that he resided at 222? N Street, M.W., Had) ington, D„C. from 
approximately early i%0 until September* 19i|l, He stated that he can not 
remember haring ever wet WLHJAX or ANN REMINGTON while residing at this 
address or at any other time* ELITCHER stated that while residing at this 
addi ess he attended meetings at the home of ANNA GOODMAN ® He recalled that 
these meetings were not Communist Party meetings as such but was under the 
....... impression most of the individuals in attendance were members of the Communist 

arty® He stated as best he can recall the meetings were in. some way connected

U obilizetion. ELITCHER stated that if he saw either of the REMINGTONS at the

M Mr» REMINGTON - Ur, C?0!LG£, in Mew York ? when I met him there on the occasions 
we have discussed, tolc. me that he had friends who had escaped from HITLER in 
Germany* He said that they were much in need of he lp t , and that there was an 
organisation named the Joint Anti-Fascist Refugee Committee, with which he had 
some connection, tJiat was helping these men* I was touched by the plight that 
he described them to be in* He asked if I would be willing to make some kind 
of contribution for their relief* At that time I had no money with me and I 
wap a little embarrassed} I wanted to give him something for these menj but 
this was after he had said that hi.s assistant would be probably coming to 
Washington * w 

In connection with the foregoing, St might be noted that- AM REMINGTON 
advised on Pay 26, 5 ?S0 that ehe personally paid to HELEN JOHNSON (ELIZABETH 
BENTLEY ), the Corur.unist Party dues for herself snd husband on two occasions and 
that REMINGTON “probably continued paying dues to HELEN for a while thereafter*” 

It might be further noted that in a signed statement given to the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation or: April 23 a 19h7 f RTWINGTON described as follows 
his relationship with ELIZABETH BEN] LSI insofar as money was concerned: ’’She 
never gave me a ny money nor did she ever offer to pay my expenses on the trip 
to Re* Fork.- I recall giving her money consisting of a nickel or a dime on 
several occasions in Washington in payment for copies of the Daily Worker or 
PM* I also loaned her $1*00 on one occasion but she later repaid me*”

his wife a contribution to the M rtt Anti-Fascist Refugee Committee? 

"Miss RG.N11EY- Mo. I did not, 

"Mr* TAVENMY.. Did you receive any money from Mr* REMINGTON or his wife for any 
orgsnicrtton or for ary rnr-p--r c*V»- than th“ payment of Communist Party 
dues? 

"Miss BENTLEY, ’No.” 
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f>W R&'IOTTON has e:xplained that the Joint Anti-Fascist Refugee 
Comsat tee wa? ret ar» organization composed of a membership or an organization 
■which one joined to become acii'.t in its support but rather the Joint Anti- 
Fascist Refugee Committee functioned only as a committee to receive 
contributions for the purpose o i aiding refugees of the Fascist governments 
in Europe 0 She said that she and WILLIAM REMINGTON therefore were not 
“members” of this organization as such but attended meetings and contributed 
money and in this way cooperated with the corsmittee as much as was possible. 
She said the money she and EfflJIKGTOH gave to BENTLEY was not nor intended to 
be contribution to this organisation. She averred that all money given to 
BENTLEY was their Communist Partv dues* 
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
